In the following 
paragraph spe<.'lfles results which are 
that: 

“Tho Staten lelatid ferry line, 
taken over by the cHy Bonie month* 
ago, has been a finatneial drag al- 
most from the outset, and so heavy 
have the lessee liecome It ha* been 
decided commutation ticket* are not 
profitable under public manageimgit 
of tho ferolxials. Consequent ly 
their use will be limited only to 
workingmen and school children, 
the expectation being tha>t the In- 
creased revenue will be sufficient to 
make up the $15,000 which ha* been 
lost monthly elnee the cUy a**unied 
conlrol. The result la that com- 
muters will hcrtafier pay eight cent* 
for the privilege of enjoying munici- 
pal ownertihlp. Instead of tho old 
rate of five rant*. There appears to 
have been no dlmin-ution of patron- 
age, but on the eonirary the expense 
of opciation has Increaoed to a point 
(hat made -the prewnt move Impera- 
tive. Judging by <t>ntlnued tom- 
plaima the predicted betterment of 
oervloe fulled to materialise, the only 
relief being hi the form of new boats, 
en advantage insiifilcient to oompen- 
fiate patrons for the increased fare 
they must now |ta>."
